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To Use the Scientific Facts About 


Heredity and Prehistoric Man 


By DR. VERNON KELLOGG, National Research Council 


To learn by intensive study how to make useful 


to everyday present human life the scientific facts 
about heredity and prehistoric man that have been 
brought to light recently by the biologist and the 
anthropologist will be the next progressive step in 
evolution. 
More has been learned about heredity 


since the days of Galton and Mendel in the second 
half of the last century, and more about'the char- 
acter and history of Glacial time man since the begin- 
ning of this century than had been learned in all 
previous time. 


If human-kind of today is descended from a pre- 


historic human-kind—and all biologists and anthropologists are con- 
vinced of it—we want to know all we can about those primitive ancestors 
of ours who lived a hundred thousand or more years ago. We may find 
in this knowledge clues to some of the problems that human 
life 


presents today. 


If heredity is the deciding factor in determining what a man can 


or cannot do in this world—and there is constantly growing evidence 
that, if it is not the deciding factor, it is at least a very important one— 
•we want to know all we can about it so that we can take this knowledge 
into account in our work of education, prison reform, correction of 
defectiveness and delinquency, and other matters in which we hope to do 
so much for the race by the use of good environment. 


We know now that primitive man was a good deal of a beast both as 


to structure and mind, and that much of what is beastly in us is a carry- 
over from these half-beast ancestors of ours. But by gradual evolution 
snan has moved forward more and more toward real humanness, and by 
adding to this natural evolution all that we can in the way of education, 
good environment and an expanding social inheritance we can look for- 
ward to a better and better future type of man. 


Is Man Capable of Directing the 


Civilization He Has Created? 


By DR. STEWART PATON, Princeton University 


International as well as industrial peace can only be attained in pro- 


portion as we are capable of understanding and controlling human nature. 
Following outburst of insanity in 1914, which plunged the world into war, 
'no attempt has been made by statesmen or diplomatists at the peace con- 
ference's to discriminate between the signs of sanity and insanity. 


Judging sanity and insanity is a biological and not a psychological 


problem. It is not a question of body and mind, but of body-mind. 
The 


organizations of body-mind in sanity provides: (1) 
channels for dis- 


charge of energy in action, (2) assists individuals to face squarely prob- 
lems of actual life, and (3) rewards effort by definite sense of achievement 
and feeling of adequacy. 


Bolshevism, radicalism and the tendency to think in terms of class 


distinction arc defense reactions of imulequates afraid of facing their own 
personal problems. 


Success of individual, future of democracy and the fate of our civili- 


zation depend upon the recognition of these biological principles and the 
cultivation of mental processes favorable for sane thinking and acting.

OME of these fruits will be out of 
season but with canned juices 


o»«j may make delicious jellies: 


Apple and Raspberry Jelly. 


Cut up apples after washing them 


and removing the blossom end. Do 
not pare or core. 
Just cover with 


water and bring to a boil, cook until 
she apples are very tender and can be 
mashed easily. Drain through a jelly 
bag. 
To the apple juice add any 


amount of raspberry juice as a flavor. 
Measure the juice and boil hard for 
twenty minutes, skimming often. Al- 
low three-fourths of the measure of 
sugar to the juice. 
Heat the sugar 


oud add to the boiled juice, cook five 
minutes or until it jells 
from 
the 


spoon. A shaving of orange peel may 
be added if desired. 


Grape Nuggets. 


Take wild grapes green and crisp, 


halve and seed them. 
Add three- 


fourths The weight of sugar and boil 
thirty-five minutes. The product will 
Jolly but the halves of the grapes will 
be apparent. Seal with paraffin. 


Blackberry Jam. 


PUT one quart of blackberries In a 


pan with one-fourth of n cupful of 
water, boil until the berries are soft 
then add sugar to taste, a grating of 


orange ^peel or a bit of stick cinnamon. 
Cook until well broken, thicken with 
a tablespoonful of cornstarch mixed 
with cold water, cook until smooth. 
This jam will keep but is nice for 
immediate use. Serve with breakfast 
cereal and cream. 


Mint Jelly. 


Prepare apples as above and let 


drip over night. Measure the juice 
and add a 'bunch of mint or a rose 
geranium leaf, boil hard, skimming 
frequently, for twenty minutes; add 
the sugar, using three-fourths meas- 
ure of sugar and boil five minutes. 
Pour 
into glasses 
and seal 
with 


paraffin when cold.

Saxon origin because it is

"Hurrah!" is of Teutonic an- 
cestry, being derived from the 
word hurr, also the basis of the 
English verb "hurry." It is, in 
fact, only an amplification of 
this German wo'rd, which made 
its.first appearance in English 
in the form of "Hurray"—a pro- 
nunciation which is probably 
more popular today than the use 
of the broad "a" indicative of 
the "ah" sound.

Germany at the time of the 
•N'apoleonic wars shows that 
"Hurrah!" was frequently used 
by the Prussian soldiery at that 
time and even began to seep 
into the French language in the 
form of hourra. But the resi- 
dents ojE fhe other side of the 
Rhine preferred to cling to their 
"Vive!" an ejaculation which is 
interwoven with French history 
for centuries past.

exclamation in favor of "Hoch!".

1C CAL. TAX ON GAS BEGINS 
Pennsylvania's first gasoline tax 


law will be put into operation today, 
Sept. 1, and on and after this date 
a tax of one cent will go into the 
treasury of the state for every gal- 
lon of gasoline bought from garage 
or service station by motorists, and 
for every gallon purchased by users 
direct from the refinery for their own 
purpose. The act provides that the 
seller "shall state the amount of such 
tax separately from the price of said 
gasoline, and anyone failing so to 
state separately the tax and price of 
said gasoline shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and subject to a pen- 
alty of $250." The seller is required 
to transmit to the auditor general a 
sworn report of the number of gal- 
lons of gasoline sold, except such as 
is sold for the purpose of resale. 
These reports must be made month- 
Jy, on or before the last day of the suc- 
ceeding month, and at the same time 
the payment must be made to the 
state treasurer of the amount of the 
tax collected for such period. The 
failure of a seller to make a report- 
er to make payment carries a fine not 
exceeding $1,000, or imprisonment not 
exceeding six months, or both. 


Fifty per cent, of the taxes and 


penalties collected under the act will 
be credited to the county where 
such tax is collected and must be 
used only for construction, mainte- 
nance and repair of highways and 
for payment of the interest on coun- 
ty bonds issued for road purposes. 
The other 50 per cent, is retained by 
the state for its general purpose. The 
auditor general will furnish the report 
blanks.

A MODERN HERCULES

stead of jumping into only the one, 
he made three quick leaps from the 
first to the third furnace and out onto 
the floor. In his stunt his shoes were 
burned through and both trouser legs 
were burned off to the knee, but he 
suffered 
no flesh burns whatever. 


The furnaces carry 2,000 degrees fahr- 
enheit. Several days ago he stood di-, 
rectly over a white-hot furnace and 
lifted a pot of metal weighing 300 
pounds from the pit. Another feat of 
strength performed by Heller is pull- 
ing two Ford autos loaded with five 
passengers each a distance of several 
hundred feet. Rolling a barrel of 
metal weighing 1,500 pounds from the 
ground to a wagon is another one. 
Five men had worked for several min- 
utes trying to load the barrel on the 
wagon without success. He also pull- 
ed a wagon loaded with one ton of 
coal up an incline near the foundry. 
Despite his great strength, he never 
engaged in boxing or wrestling.

ASKS FOR EXECUTION 


Prisoner Demands That Sentence Be 


Carried Out, as It Would Be Illog- 


ical for Minister of Justice 


Not to Do So. 


Berlin.—That the execution of a 


death sentence is still carried out la a 
strange medieval manuer iu modern 
Prussia was brought to light recently 
In the case of Friedrich Schumann, 
convicted of murder. 


Schumann himself did an odd thing. 


After being held In prison for nine 
months, life' petitioned the Prussian 
government to carry out the sentence. 
He wrote that he was absorbed in 
meditation on his own "second ego" 
and insisted on the sentence being 
carried out on the ground that It 
ivoulcl be illogical for the minister of 
justice not to do so as long as capital 
punishment remained in force. 


Order Execution. 


To oblige the prisoner instructions 


were given to the authorities at the 
Ploetzensee criminal prison for the 
sentence to be carried out. The fol- 
lowing morning a table covered with 
a black cloth was placed in the court- 
yard of the prison behind the block. 
Iu convict's dress, with his hands 
bound behind him, Schumann was led 
into the courtyard by two warders. 
There lie was received by the Judge 
und the executioner, Herr Schwietz. 
Herr Schwietz, according to the cus- 
tom, 
was attired in evening clothes, 


a top hat and white gloves. 
Beside 


the block stood his three assistants. 
The Judge, sitting at the black table, 
greeted the prisoner with the words: 


"Are you Friedrich Schumann?" 
After the prisoner had affirmed that 


he was, the Judge read the sentence, 
ajid then, turning to the executioner, 
said: "Executioner, do your duty." 


In Medieval Manner. 


This was a signal for the three as- 


sistants to seize the prisoner. They 
tore off hN coat and shirt, tied his 


Raised the Headsman's Axe. 


feet together and threw him head 
foremost on the block. Then the er 
ecutioner, just as in the old days, 
raised the headsman's ax and with 
one stroke brought it down against 
the prisoner's neck. Schumann's head 
rolled into the sand. One of the as- 
sistants lifted it up and placed it in 
a coffin, into which the others lifted 
the body. 


Only one newspaper commented on 


this crude execution; that was the 
Freiheit, which said: "In Germany, a 
democratic republic, justice still fol- 
lows the methods of the Middle Ages, 
The present day is represented solely 
by the dress coat of the executioner, 
which covers the brutality of the ex- 
ecution. It is a crude Prussian pic- 
ture—the Middle Ages with a veneer 
of kultur."

homes." 


The resolution stated that the cham- 


ber members are heartily In accord 
with and desire to lend their moral 
support to the joint resolution of the 
two houses of the council to tl*e effect 
that filling stations and billboards 
should not be permitted to destroy the 
effect/of Kansas City's boulevard sys- 
tem. 


After a protracted discussion the 


committee declared in favor of a "lo- 
cal option" on the uglies. By that 
was meant that each neighborhood be 
permitted to decide whether billboards 
or filling stations should be allowed to 
locate in that vicinity. The residents 
whose homes are within view, or with- 
in close proximity of the ugly, should 
have a voice in denying or permitting 
Its location, the committee members 
believed.

not

structed and lighted, In the opinion of 
the cominitteemen. But their place is 
not in residence neighborhoods or on 
boulevards, they agreed.

Next comes a r(^sorting of 
IJie 'close goods' into eight 
grades, 
raiigjng from blue white, which com- 
prises the finest quality stones, to yel- 
low And brown, whicJi arc so badly 
off color as to be unlit for gems, 


"If our stone has passed the criti- 
cal test of the sorter and is placed

AVoshington.—A long series of ox- 
perimenLs to ascertain 
what 
treat- 
ment, other than cooking, will- thor- 
oughly destroy tridljinae and 
render 
porJ: products s^ife for consumption 
has iHJcently been conducted by the 
United Slates Department of Agrlcul- 
ttn-e. 
It is hoped that the 
findings 
fr6m 
those 
experiments 
will 
save 
many 
froni 
the 
dreaded 
disease 
trichinosis. 
Hygienically, the custom 
of eating uncooked 
pork 
anci pork 
products !s regarded by tJie medical 
profession as very much to be discour- 
aged ; 
but 
tho 
tootiisome 
summer 
.sausage, 
smoked 
sausage, . pepproni, 
pickled sausage and a number of otli- 
er 
dainties 
continue 
to tempt 
the 
Americiin public to defy tlie physician. 


The experiments proved of double 
service, 
Jii nddltion 
to 
fixing 
the 
safety in the various methods of cur- 
ing pork without cooking, they cut 
down the time consumed In the proc- 
eises in some cases as much as five 
days, permitting considerable saving 
in the cost of manufacture. 
Prior to 
these investigations comparatively lit- 
tle was known concerning the e/fects 
of processes used in curing pork uj>on 
tho vitJility of trichinae, which Is the 
cause of trichinosis. 


It Ijas l)een assumed as a governing 


Milk for the Children of Berlin 


principle by the depurtment's s-pecial- 
ists that the consumer is himself re- 
sponsible for the proper preparation 
of fresh pork and pork products that 
are usually cooked before eating, but 
Uiat the manufacturer is under obli- 
gations to make sure that pork prod- 
ucts ¿old as cooked pr'oducts are prop- 
erly cooked, or, if of a kind custoni- 
ariiy eaten without cooking, to make 
sure that the products are free frnm 
live IricJnnae. 


In Uie federal moat inspection regu- 
lations it is therefore provided that 
producís cooked in establishments un- 
der inspection nmst be cooked in ac- 
cordance with methods approved by 
the bureau of animal industry. 


Most of the 
department's 
experi- 
menlal work was carricd out in co- 
operation with certain meat packing 
establishments in Chicago. 
The in- 
vestigators seleuted the methods of 
preparing pork without cooking that 
seemed likely to be eilicacious In de- 
stroying iriclflnae and at the same 
time suited to practical requirements 
of manufacture, 
Several new meth- 
ods M'ere devised. 


'J'he investigation shows that pork 
products 
of 
the 
kinds 
customarily 
eaten Avithout cooking may be ren- 
ilered safe for consumption, so iar as 
trichinosis is concerned, but that it 
is necessary to follow a special curing 
process adapted to each. 
Salt is an 
essential in most of the processes. 


Sausages 
of jnoiierate 
size 
have 
been rendered liarniless by mixing not 
less tJian three and one-third pounds 
of salt with every hundredweight of 
meat, followed by preliminary curing 
and then by drying. 
After the salt 
has 
been 
introduced 
tlie 
sausages 
must be dried at least 20 days in a 
temperature not lower than 
degrees 
L^ihrenheit. 
A period of five days is 
allowed for pj-eliminary curing, which 
may be curtailed, provided tlie time in 
tJie drying I'oom is correspondingly in- 
creased. 


Treating Other Varieties, 
In the case of pepproni, which are 
sausages stufl'ed in lung, narrow, thi^ 
casings, it was found feasible to re- 
duce the curing period to 20 days, of 
which at least 15 days must be given 
to drying. 


Smoked sausages nmy be rendered 
harmless by being subjected to a pre- 
liminary cure and then 
smoked 
at 
temperatures ranging around 
de- 
grees FaJirenheit for 40 hours, fol- 
lowed by drying for ten days. Sausage 
smoked at a temperature of 125 de- 
grees to 130 degrees Fahrenheit, for 
¡3 relatively brief pei'iod, following o 
preiiuiinary curing pei'loti of six .days, 
is rendered harmless without subse- 
quent drying, 


iianjs 
are,« rendered 
free 
from 
tj'iclilnae by two methods. 
One Is to 
cure them with dry salt—four pounds 
or uiyre to the hundredweight—for a 
period of 40 days, and then sauoke or 
paJe-dry them for ten days at a tem- 
perature not less than 
^pgi*ees. 
TJie second method is to cure them on 
the basis of three 
days for 
every 
pound of meati followed by 48 hours 
of smoking at a temperature of not 
less than «0 degrees, and finally by

OAN'T vouch for this tale. I would- 
n't if I could. If there's any vouch- 
ing to. be done a .sailor must save it for 
his own tales. To the nautical racon- 
teur Truth is an abortion of scientific 
Intrigue calculated to imt the bug on 
romance and adventure. 


It is true, however, tliat a compass 
needle is of weak and vacilldting char- 
acter. Let so much as a bally liunk of 
low-caste iron approach ^he binnacle 
bowl and our high-priced guide be- 
comes a creature of decidedly easy vir- 
tue, Tlie needle abandons its straight 
and narrow nortii-south line and sub- 
mits to the magnetic charms of a baser 
metal. 


Deviation Is the name of tho needle's 
sin. On a steel vessel each compass 
points out of true.

Order Execution. 


To oblige the prisoner 
Instructions 
were given to the authorities at tho 
Ploetzensee criminal 
prison 
for 
the 
sentence to be curried out. 
The fol- 
lowing morning a table covered with 
a black CIOUJ was placed in the court- 
yard of the prison behind the block. 
In 
Convict's 
dress, 
with 
his 
hands 
bound behind him, Schumann was led 
into the courtyard by two 
warders. 
There he was received by the judge 
and the executioner, Herr 
Schwietz. 
Uerr Schwietz, according to the cus- 
tom, was attired in evening clothes, 
a top liat and white gloves. 
Beside 
the block stood his three a.«islstanta. 
The judge, sitting at tlio black table, 
greeted the prisoner with the words: 
"Are you Kriedrlch 
Schumann?" 
After the prisoner had aihrmed that 
he was, the judge read the sentence, 
Djid then, turning to the executioner, 
said: '^Executioner, do your duty.'* 


In Medieval Manner. 


This was a signal for the three as- 
sistants to seize the prisoner. 
They 
tore off his coat and shlrl, tied his
